SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording entitled Teenage Bestsellers Programme 252, is classified as: 
Objectionable. 

The publication promotes and supports the exploitation of young persons for sexual 
purposes by presenting scenes of sexually explicit activity in which teenage females 
are participating in a manner designed to sexually arouse the viewer. The context of 
many of the stories also provides strong evidence of the publication attempting to 
legitimise such behaviour. Adult males are presented in positions of authority over the 
females, such as in the case of a teacher/pupil relationship. These scenarios suggest 
that persons in such positions of power can exploit the vulnerability of the younger 
person for their own sexual gratification. 

In classifying this video recording consideration has been given to the New Zealand 
Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act). However, the NZBR Act does not apply in this 
case as s3(2) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 is a 
deeming provision. 
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
